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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Shawn W. O'Dowd (Reg. 34,687) on August 1, 2003. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

(a) Claim 1: 
Delete "to be" line 7. 

(b) Claim 23: 

Add - - and pressed on to a top surface of the bonding pad - -, after, "the 
conductive layer", line 5. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: 

Cross hatching pattern for the metal / conductor and non-metal / non-conductor 
and adhesive coating, marked in red in figure 6 as a sample. 

The applicant to incorporate the respective changes in all of the figures. 

In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must make these 
above agreed upon drawing changes. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

An assembly of flexible printed circuit board and a bond pad wherein the 
overcoat layer on the conductive layer of the flexible printed circuit board is pressed 
against the bond pad and the connection is made with an anisotropic conductive 
adhesive and a conductive structure, the conductive structure as described and enabled 
by the disclosure and as shown in figure 6, is a conductive structure between the 
contact pad and the conductive layer supporting the conductor of the flexible circuit, has 
not been disclosed by the prior art alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
